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Government Elevators. 


Result of Conference of Western 
Premiers is Not Made Public. 


Hon. A. C. Rutherford,premier 
of Alberta,returned to Edmonton 
Wednesday morning on the C.N. 
R. from Regina, where he has 
been attending a conference of 
the premiers of the three western 
provinces: Messrs. Roblin, Scott 
and Rutherford. The conferente 
was held for the purpose of con- 
sidering the question of the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of 
a system of government elevators 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. The Grain Growers’ 
Association of the West brought 
the matter to the attention of the 
provinces and asked that some 
action be taken towards estab- 
lishing government elevators. 

The premiers of the three pro- 
vinces met in Regina on Monday, 
where they held a private con- 
ference. After discussing the 
question at some length they de- 
cided to submit certain sugges- 
tions to the executive of the Grain 
Growers’ association for their 
consideration. Just what these 
suggestions were, whether for or 
against the establishment of gov- 
ernment elevators, Premier 
Rutherford would not state, as 
the members of the conference 
decided that no furthers partic- 
ulars should be made public at 
present, The premier returned 
over the Canadian Northern and 
reports the country as looking 
fine. Seeding operations are now 
in full swing and the farmers are 
very optimistic over the coming 
harvest. 
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Annual Meeting of the Mem- 


hers of the Staff in Charge 
of the Indian Industrial 
Institute, Red Deer, 
Alberta. 


The above meeting held on 
Monday night, May 4, proved a 
most encouraging occasion. 

Principal Barner took the chair 
and after a few opening remarks 
in which he explained the object 
of the meeting, the annual re- 
port, as sent to the Indian Depart- 
ment at Ottawa, was read. This 
report recorded many improve- 


ments made during the year, a). 


few of which might be mentioned : 


- 1. Remodelling the first floor 


a 


of the boy’s home, thus provid- 
ing reading room, sitting room 
and store room. The sitting room 
has been suitably furnished, and 
with two cosy corners makes 
comfortable quarters for the boys 
during spare hours. 

2. Renovating the boy’s dor- 
mitory and lavatory, also in- 
stalling new wash basin system. 

3. Two libraries have been 
opened, one each for boys and 
girls and the appreciation of the 
pupils has been very manifest in 
the fact that many of them have 
read from six to twelve good 
sized story books each during the 
winter. 

4. The horse power has been 
replaced by a eteam boiler and 
pump for the purpose of supply- 
ing the institute with water. 

5. The furnaces were thorough- 
ly repaired last fall. 

6. Much renovating of a minor 
nature has been done. 

7. Good work has been done 
on the farm and in epite of the 
unfavorable season a very good 
crop was grown. <A bunch of 24 
steers were very successfully 
prepared for beef. 

8. The work in all departments 
of the institute was reported as 
very satisfactory, but special 
mention was made of the work in 
the class room which has sur- 
passed the expectations of the 
most optimistic ones. The best of 
conduct accompanied by an in- 
itiative interest in study, mani- 
fested not only in a general way, 
but by the fact that several of the 
senior pupils have sought the 
privilege of studying in the 
evenings after regular bed time, 
give great pleasure to all con- 
cerned. ‘The interest manifested 
in the libraries has had a strong 
rcflex influence on the mental 
grasp of the pupils, and some of 
the essays and examination 
papers written during the past six 
months have proved a pleasant 
surprise to the management. 

9. Through the courtesy of 
Principal McLean the _ senior 
pupils have been entertained in 
the class rooms of the Red Deer 
Public School on two occasions 
during the year. 

10. The morai and spiritual 
development of the pupils is very 
gratifying. Great interest has 
been taken in all the services, 
and many have volunteered their 
lives in the service of Christ. 

The report included unstinted 
praise for the staff as a whole for 
the uniform interest and self 
sacrificing effort manifested on 
behalf of the pupils, 

A very important communi- 
cation was read, the result of a 
protracted correspondence with 
the Department of Indian Affairs, 
Ottawa, which gives permission 
to the management to allow all 
pupils of the institute holidays 
during the maqnth of July in each 
year. This is the first instance in 
which such a concession has been 
made to an Industrial Institute in 
Canada. 

The final business of the meet- 
ing consisted in laying plans for 
the coming government year,and 
all seemed agreed that a bright 
future is in store for the work.

WINE GRAPES. 


Training the Young Vines—Long or 
Short Pruning. 


By F. T. BIOLETTI, University of Cali- 
fornia, 


In the autumn or winter following 
planting the grapevines should be 
staked, either before or after pruning, 
but in any case some time before the 
buds start in the spring. The kind of

stnke used will depend on the variety 

of vine and method of pruning to be 

ultimately adopted. 

For ordinary short pruning the stake 
should be of such length that, after 
being driven into the ground, sufliclent 
will be below the surface to keep it 
firm and prevent its being loosened by 
the force of the wind acting on the 
vine, which is tied to it, and sufficient 
above the surface to extend one or two 
inches above the height at which it is 
intended to bead the vines. It should 
be from one and a quarter to one and 
a half inches square, according to its 
length. 

If the vines are to be pruned long 
and the canes tiled to the stake, a five 
foot stake will usually be needed, and 
this must be stronger, 2 by 2 inches 
square. This stake should be driven 
two feet into the ground. 

These dimensions are all smaller 
than are usual in California, but are 
quite sufficient for all practical pur- 
poses, This stake should be placed 
one to two inches from the vine on 
the side opposite to the prevuiling 
heavy winds. Tbe force of the wind 
will thus keep the vine pressed against 
the stake, and the tying material is 
less Hable to break. The first winter 
any vines which have. made a strong 
growth and possess at least one cane, 
of which a suflicient length is well 
ripened, may be pruped for tying up. 
All the canes are removed entirely ex- 
cept the strongest, and this is cut back 
to ten, fifteen or elghteen inches, ac-

cording to the height at which it is In- 
tended to head the vine. The top 
cut Is made througb a bud, just as in 
making a cutting. . 

The idea to be kept in mind fs to cut 
back each winter nearly to the ground 
—that Is, to two buds—until a cane is 
produced witb a length of well ripen- 
ed wood und good buds equal to the 
height at which the vine is to be 
headed. It is very important that this 
eane should be straight, healthy and 
well ripened, as it is from it that the 
trunk of the mature vine develops. 


Forcing of Tomatoes. 

In eastern Virginia the forcing of 
tomatoes In greenhouses can be done 
more cheaply than In the north, owing 
to the abounding sunshine in winter 
and the absence of the long, dark 
spells common on the northern At- 
lantic coast. For this reason less fue 
will be needed. But the man who un 
dertakes tomato forcing in any make 
shift house will find that bis experi 
ence has cost him a good deal. [1 
fact, forcing under glass calls for 1 
high degree of skill on the part of thu 
gardener, remarks a writer in the 
Southern Planter. But in the south 
Atlantic const country the tendency is 
fin that direction. The use of steam in 
the cloth covered lettuce frames in 
North Carolina {s one step toward real 
winter work.

The Creaniery Question. 


—l)—— 


To the Editor of The News. 

Dear Sir :— 

I ask your permission to 
occupy some space in your paper 
on the ¢reamery question. It 
might be well to look at the ques- 
tion from a different point of view 
to that taken by either of your 
correspondents in the recent 
issues of the News, 

First‘the old Red Deer Cream- 
ery Co. was an honest attempt to 
benefit the farmers, but handi- 
capped by the want of proper 
transportation facilities and the 
want of adequate support and 
confidence from the farmers. The 
Radcliffe affair was—well the less 
said the better. Then came the 
year when there was no creamery 
and no market except at waggon 
grease price. Confidence is the 
soul of business, without confi- 
dence there is no business. The 
Dominion government stepped in 
and appeared to have the facility 
of inspiring confidence both in 
the producer and the consumer, 
certainly they had the confidence 
of the farmers, possibly a private 
man or compaey might have done 
the same, but I for one very much 
doubt it, after Red Deer’s exper- 
ience of Radcliffe, and the fact 
that the Innisfail company 
thought it wise to throw in their 
lot with the government. 

But this is only history, the 
question is why support the 
gov’t creamery? The reason why 
some of us so strongly advocate 
the supportof thegov’t creameries 
is, that government control is 
practical co-operation. 

Iuvery co-operative society re- 
quires 2 central authority and an 
executive, this is jnst what. is 
furnished by the Gov’t. Dairy 
Department, and without any 
expense to the farmers, (note 
this I will refer to it later.) 

It has been said that the far- 
mers can not combine. It was 
said-that the Iinglish agricultural 
labourers could never combine, 
but Joseph Arch showed them 
how to rise from what was (in 
many cases) practically serfdom 
to the dignity of free labor. 

All honor to Professor Robin- 
son, who gave the settlers of 
Alberta their first lesson in prac- 
tical co-operation; like the oak, 
the idea grows but slowly, but 
as surely, as shown in the report 
of the Ottawa conference, in last 
week’s Alberta Homestead, where 
it is noted that the delegates were 
careful to point out to the Minister 
of Trade and Commerce,that they 
represented three great organi- 
zations of farmers in the Nurth 
West, representing some _ ten 
thousand farmers; but to return 
to creamery. 

When Professor Robinson in- 
augurated the government 
creameries with Red Deer as an 
experiment, I am not aware that 
there was any successful private 
creamery in the province. The 
Dominion government ran the 
present Trimble factory (on lease) 
so successfully that in three years 
the business had outgrown the 
capacity of the plant; other gov’t 
creameries started, and Innisfail 
became a government station. 
The Dominion gov’t was for- 
tunate in securing the services of 
a gentlemen, Mr. C. Marker, @ 
true co-operator, who hales from 
a country where farmers’ co- 
operation is carried to its greatest 
perfection. Then when the Do- 
minion gov’t had established co- 
operation and confidence, and the 
farmers began to realize that 
dairying wae a good thing; the 
private man started in for ashare 
of the business; it may safely be 
said that farmers who support 
private creameries are not co- 
operators, and do not understand 
co-operative principles,the great- 
est good for the greatest number. 
Our legislaturs should note that 
in the case of the creameries 
there was no public demand for 
gov’t run creameries. I take it 
that Prof. Robinson simply made 
the experiment to see if they 
would be as eee n the 
west as they were in the east, but 
to-day there is a demand from 
the farmers all over the province 
for a packing sstablishment on 
the same co-operative principals 
as the creameries, as recommend- 
ed by the beef commission,where 
the gov’t department forms the 
central executive authority for 
the management and marketing, 
beginning with one factory, as 
with the creameries, and extend- 
ing as the trade demands, for 
the pork industry shows the 
same crying need for co-operation 
to-day as the dairy indutBtry did 
in 1897. - There are no politics in 
this questicn, we may call our- 
selves Liberal or Conservative, 
but the farmers are here for dol- 
lars and cents, and they are 
coming in thousands more for 
dollars and cents, and the gov- 
ernment that enables the farmers' 
to make dollars and cents (even 
in an off season like last year) is 
the government (whatever its 
political color) that is, by the 
people, of the peeple, and for the 
people; for are not farmers the 
people of Alberta. But this 1s 
digression our subject is cream- 
ery. Mr. Trimble apparently ad- 
mits that the gov’t maintain 
their reputation for only making 
first class butter, by refusing to 
take bad cream; good butter can- 
not be made from bad cream,and 


|pure cream, or let them send it 
elsewhere, evidently then the 
.stores or the private creameries 
get the bad cream. 

The government with the very 
large quantity of butter they 
have to handle, deal only with 
reliable wholesale houses, and 
have never had a bad debt. Mr. 
Marker has stated that it may be 
possible for a private creamery 
doing a jobbing trade to some- 
times make a little higher price 
for their butter, with the drawback 
of the greater risk of loss atten- 
dant on that class of trade. Some 
patrons send_ cream to both 
creameries, they should be able 
to judge which cream nets them 
the most cash irrespective of the 
Ibs. of butter. 

Mr. Trimble twits the directors 
of gov’t creameries with not 
having the information ‘to take 
hold and market their own 
butter;’’ they do not need it; if 
they did, the Dairy Dept. could 
supply it at any moment; this 
brings us back to co-operation 
again, if all the gov’t creameries 
wece to begin to market their 
own butter, competition between 
themselves would at once enter 
in, the desler would get the bene- 
fit of the creameries competing to 
effect a sale, and the farmer 
would see his profit gone into the 
pocket of the wholesale dealer, 
because he was competing with 
his fellow farmer somethere else, 
as it is, the government holds 
the market, controlled only by 
the markets of Vancouver and 
Montreal. 

Tn the last clause of his letter 
Mr. Trimble is laboring under a 
great mistake, not a cent of 
creamery money has ever gone 
to either Edmonton or Calgary to 
pay gov’t officials, We hear a 
good deal of talk about bonuses 
paid to encourage certain indus- 
tries, and the farmers possibly 
think they get nothing of the 
kind, but the Dominion helped 
out the creamery business by 
putting up a-cold storage plant at 
Calgary that cost about $12,000. 
The creameries have had the use 
of this plant without cost, and all 
the salaries of the dairy superin- 
tendent and his staff of assistants 
were paid by the Dominion gov’t. 
and since by the Provincial 
gov’t and no charge of any 
kind has ever been made on the 
creameries for the salaries of 
these officials. Last yeara small 
charge of one-cent per lb. was 
made for cold storage, this is the 
first time this item has appeared 
in the accounts. The gov’t fur- 
nish printed balance sheets giv- 
ing every item of expenditure to 
each patron, (last year unfortun- 
ately a fire occurred in the Ed- 
monton printing office and burnt 
thein all up when nearly ready to 
be issued,) but the secretaries of 
the associations got type written 
copies, which in our case were 
duly overhauled by the officials 
of the association including the 
auditors. The statements give 
the salaries of the butter maker 
and his assistant, and we know 
exactly how much he has to live 
on; it would be very interesting 
to know how much the private 
creamery man reckons to take 
out of his business by way of 
salary, also what per cent. on 
invested capital. I am not aware 
that any private creamery man 
has ever issued a detailed state- 
ment of income and expenditure 
to his patrons such as the govy- 
ernment doves. In conclusion I 
would say that the creamery 
Boards of Directors all over the 
province are keeping track of 
the dairy commissioner and his 
assistants in the matter of ex- 
pense; all these men, mostly 
farmers, can through their dele- 
gates at the annual conventions 
either approve or find fault as 
they juage best, or pass reso- 
lutions calling for improvements 
or alterations, yet some farmers 
pin their faith on the private 
creamery man when, were it not 
for the gov’t creameries, they 
would be helpless ‘to obtain more 
than he chose the give them the 
same as it is with the pork at the: 
present time. If I am in error in 
any of my statements I shall be 
glad to be corrected as I only 
wish to state what is fact.

Churchill, elected with a ma- 
jority of over 1,300 in 1906, has 
been defeated in Manchester at a 
Ministerial by-election. The elec- 
tors in the old Motherland of 
Parliamentary Government do 
not worship Governments and 
Cabinet Ministers as manyelectors 
do in Canada. 


T. Finlay, Minister of 
Agriculture, stated this morning 
that the government were also 
considering the report of the Beef 
Commission presented last year, 
with a view to improving the 
conditions prevailing in the beef 
industry in the province. 

The names of the two members 
of the Pork Commission who have 
been appointed will not be made 
public until the third ia. relected. 


The Canadian Northern is re- 
portedin the Railway Statistics 
issued by the Department of'Rail- 
ways and Canals as having oper- 
ated a little less than 3,000 miles 
of line last year. According to 
the same report the Canadian 
Northern system has received 
from the Dominion Government 
3,321,408 acres of land. Still 
quoting from the same source, 
we learn that the total cash bon- 
uses received from the Dominion 
and Provincial Governments and 
municipalities by the company up 
to June 30, 1907, was seven and 
one-half milliondollars. Valuing 


the lands at $8 per acre would|{ 


place the total valuation of these 
at twenty-six and one-half mil- 
lions, and, adding this sum to the 
cash grants, gives an aggregate 
of thirty-four million dollars. 
That works out at a little more 
than $11,000 per mile for each mile 
of line in operation.
